Holcomb ends state of emergency 


Gov. Eric Holcomb said he signs House Enrolled Act (HEA) 1001 into law on Thursday. 


Governor signs 
controversial HEA 


1001 into law

On Thursday, Gov. Eric 
Holcomb ended the state of 
emergency declaration and 
signed a controversial piece 
of related legislation. 

The state’s COVID-19 pub- 
lic health emergency decla- 
ration first went into effect 
March 6, 2020, and was re- 
newed by Holcomb monthly 
throughout the pandemic. 

“Since April 2020, the vi- 
rus spread to every coun- 
ty in our state resulting in 
our state resulting in over 
1,683,000 confirmed cas- 
es and over 22,000 Hoosier 
deaths from COVID-19,’ 
stated Holcomb. “To counter 
the pandemic we implement- 
ed a vaccination program and 
have fully vaccinated over 
3.5 million Hoosiers, which 
is over 56 percent of eligible 
Hoosiers.” 

Holcomb said there has 
lately been a “rapid decline” 
in confirmed daily cases, 
hospitalizations and deaths. 

Holcomb said he signed 
House Enrolled Act (HEA) 
1001 “which provides a 


mechanism to continue fi- 
nancial support to Hoosiers 
and Hoosier families who are 
experiencing financial hard- 
ships due to the COVID-19 
pandemic and allows Indi- 
ana to continue to secure 
additional federal financial 
relief.” 

“With the enactment of 
HEA 1001 and resultant ac- 
tions taken by the secretary 
of the Family and Social Ser- 
vices Administration, cou- 
pled with the decline in cases 
and deaths, this disaster has 
been dealt with to the extent 
that emergency conditions 
no longer exist,’ stated Hol- 
comb. 

As the state of emergency 
ends, the temporary licensing 
of certain health care workers 
will continue until March 31. 

Also on Thursday, Senate 
President Pro Tem Rodric 
Bray, R-Martinsville, praised 
Holcomb’s decision to end 
the public health emergency 
and sign the bill into law. 

“We have come a long way 
as a state since the beginning 
of the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic, and we have had many 
significant challenges along 
the way. With the passing of 
HEA 1001, the governor is 
able to allow the emergen- 
cy orders to come to an end 
and we can move forward as 


a state,’ stated Bray. “I am 
grateful for the resilience of 
Hoosiers whose efforts kept 
Indiana’s economy moving 
during this incredibly diffi- 
cult time. I look forward to 
the chance to chase new op- 
portunities and tackle other 
existing challenges for Indi- 
ana.” 

In December 2021, Rep. 
Craig Snow, R-Warsaw, 
joined his fellow co-authors 
in presenting what was then 
known as House Bill (HB) 
1001, which would, among 
other goals, seek to end the 
statewide public health emer- 
gency. 

On Friday, Indiana House 
Republicans senior press sec- 
retary Jake Thompson said 
Snow was “in meetings most 
of this afternoon and is not 
available for an interview or 
to put a statement together.” 

“HEA 1001 has been 
through several changes and 
alterations, as most bills that 
travel through the legislative 
process,” said Thompson, of 
the bill’s final form. 

However, that bill has en- 
countered some degree of 
opposition, not the least 
of which from the Indiana 
Chamber of Commerce. 

HB 1001 allows Gov. 
Eric Holcomb’s state public 
health emergency to expire

by ensuring Indiana could 
continue receiving the same 
federal reimbursements for 
SNAP and Medicaid, and 
maintain the state’s ability to 
hold voluntary community 
vaccination clinics. In De- 
cember 2021, Holcomb an- 
nounced that he would keep 
the state of emergency and 
the remaining, but limited, 
executive order in place un- 
til lawmakers took action in 
January, said Indiana House 
Republicans digital media 
specialist and press secretary 
Allison Vanatsky. 

Snow represents House 
District 18, which includes 
Wabash County and portions 
of Kosciusko, Grant and Mi- 
ami counties. 

Snow said the legislation 
would also require business- 
es to accept medical and re- 
ligious exemptions if they 
require the COVID-19 vac- 
cine as a condition of em- 
ployment. 

Indiana Chamber of Com- 
merce director of digital me- 
dia and legislative commu- 
nications Matt Ottinger said 
HB 1001 was the “wrong 
policy for employers and 
for Hoosiers as COVID-19 
numbers surge.” Ottinger

Prosecutors filed charges in 
the case Monday, following 
Smith’s arrest on preliminary 
charges late last week. 

Cox died Thursday after- 
noon in front of a home on 
Capeheart Avenue in the 
Eagles Pointe neighborhood 
shortly after police and emer- 
gency personnel responded 
to reports of a woman being 
shot inside a parked car.

working. In his description 
of events detailed in the af- 
fidavit, Smith is said to have 
described “racking” the gun 
and ejecting one round from 
the gun, then removing the 
magazine from the gun. Be- 
lieving the gun was then 
unloaded, the affidavit says, 
Smith described putting the 
gun to Cox’s shoulder saying 
“it don’t work” then pulling 
the trigger and the gun firing. 

That description of events 
was “consistent” with Cox’s 
wound and other evidence in 
the car, wrote Indiana State 
Police Det. Mike Lorona 
who signed the affidavit. 

A woman, whose name is 
redacted from the affidavit, 
also told police that she had 
been in a FaceTime call with 
Smith and Cox just minutes 
before Cox was shot and

side Cox’s car “laughing and 
joking around,” according to 
the affidavit. 

Cox’s death shook the Ma- 
conaquah Schools commu- 
nity. 

“This unexpected tragedy 
brings grief to so many, and 
as we come together to sup- 
port one another, we ask our 
community to give the fam- 
ily space to grieve through 
this tragic event,’ the state- 
ment from the school district 
said on Thursday evening, 
promising to have counsel- 
ors on hand for students as 
they returned to classes on 
Friday. 

Smith is scheduled to ap- 
pear in court Thursday, court 
records show.

AL United Nations re- 


port blares dire warnings 


of the escalating effects of 
climate change: Our planet 
is no longer on the brink of 
catastrophe; the catastrophe 
is well underway. How we 
respond now will determine 
how horrific things get for 
nature and humanity. 

In a sweeping assessment 
released Monday by the 
Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change, scientists 
from across the globe found 


that climate change is causing 


“dangerous and widespread 
disruption” to billions of 


people and the natural world. 
These effects are coming fast- 


er and harder than expected, 
outpacing our efforts and 
ability to adapt. 

The burning of fossil fuels 
and other human activity 
have already warmed Earth 
by about 2 degrees Fahren- 


heit, compared with preindus- 


trial levels. Such activity has 


worsened wildfires, droughts, 


air pollution and heat waves; 
caused animals to go extinct 
and trees to die en masse; 


swallowed up coastal habitat; 


reduced crop yields; in- 


creased hunger and shrunk 
glaciers and other critical 
water supplies. Any further 
delay to act “will miss a brief 
and rapidly closing window 
of opportunity to secure a 
livable and sustainable future 
for all,’ a 35-page summa- 

ry of the panel’s findings 
concludes. 

These hard truths should 
jolt world leaders into imme- 
diate action to end the use of 
fossil fuels and to pour mon- 
ey into protecting commu- 
nities and ecosystems from 
the impacts we have already 
unleashed and those that are 
yet to come. But, tragically, 
that seems unlikely. Against a 
backdrop of global instability 
and continuing pandemic, 
this report’s horrific im- 
plications will soon fade 
from the headlines, even as 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine 
clearly illustrates the risks of 
dependence on Russian oil 
and gas. It is, after all, only 
the latest of many alarming 
reports from scientists over 
the decades that have largely 
gone unheeded. 

Yet we cannot succumb to 
defeatism when the viability 


of our planet and our very 
lives are at stake. As the 
IPCC report makes clear, 

if humans don’t quickly 
reduce fossil fuel emissions, 
the result will be even more 
global conflict and upheaval, 
hardship and death. While 

no one on the planet will be 
untouched, the suffering from 
climate change will be deeply 
unequal, borne overwhelm- 
ingly by the low-income 
countries and people who are 
least responsible for causing 
it. 

U.N. secretary-general 
António Guterres called the 
IPCC report “a damning 
indictment of failed climate 
leadership,” adding that “this 
abdication of leadership is 
criminal. The world’s biggest 
polluters are guilty of arson 
of our only home.” 

This is indeed our fault and 
our responsibility. The United 
States is the world’s biggest 
polluter historically, having 
emitted more cumulative 
planet-warming emissions 
than any other nation. Even in 
California, efforts to reduce 
climate-warming pollution 
are not on track to meet state 


targets, which themselves 
are insufficient and outdated, 
having fallen behind those of 
other states and countries. 

We can still avert the worst 
consequences of the over- 
heating of our planet — mass 
extinction and catastrophi- 
cally severe droughts, floods, 
heat waves and sea-level 
rise — if we cut emissions in 
half by 2030. But the U.S. 
and other top carbon emitters 
must lead the world in mov- 
ing from incremental actions 
to a wholesale transformation 
of our energy system and 
aggressive investment in 
reducing the risks to cities, 
coastlines and sources of 
food and water. 

Under the 2015 Paris 
climate agreement, virtually 
every nation on Earth has 
pledged to keep global warm- 
ing “well below” 3.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit and aim to limit 
it to 2.7 degrees. Yet we are 
closing in on the 2.7-degree 
threshold. Even after a flurry 
of pledges made by world 
leaders at last fall’s climate 
summit in Glasgow, Scotland, 
the Earth remains on track to 
warm by about 4.5 degrees 
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by the end of the century. 

One way or another, we 
are headed for a massive 
transformation of society. We 
can choose to either usher it 
in through a swift embrace of 
clean energy or to ignore the 
warnings and accept a much 
more painful future in which 
our options will be limited by 
inaction and the devastating 
planetary change we have 
caused. 

A U.N. summit will 
convene this fall in Egypt 
to scale up actions to fight cli- 
mate change. Global leaders 
have already squandered 
decades of warnings from cli- 
mate scientists and must not 
be allowed to waste another 
year dithering and passing 
off insufficient and incremen- 
tal pledges as progress. We 
should all be incredibly angry 
with their complacency in the 
face of calamity. 

Guterres said Monday that 
“delay means death,” and 
“now is the time to turn rage 
into action.” 

Will anybody listen this 
time?

More thoughts on inflation 


t is time to write about inflation 

again, although I allocated three 
columns to the subject in 2021. 
The first, in April, argued that 
inflation was a distant threat com- 
pared to the still sluggish econo- 
my recovery. With the passing of 
months, newer data confirmed that 
the economy was in worse shape 
than it then appeared, but also that 
inflation worsened faster than I 
expected. The second column, in 
August, explained some of the 
deep challenges economists faced 
in analyzing inflation. That was a 
column that pushed the need for 
humility in our understanding of 
when and how bad inflation could 
get. The third column, in October, 
noted the rising price level that 
was clearly apparent to shoppers. 

To be clear, from April to Octo- 
ber there were plenty of reasons to 
anticipate higher prices for goods 
and services. Federal stimulus 
payments put money into house- 
holds and businesses, and the 
pandemic forced savings to an all- 
time high. Last spring, household 
savings were two-trillion dollars 
higher than the previous year, 
foretelling a flurry of spending. 

Over the summer, families 
and businesses spent like crazy 
on everything from vacations to 
recreational vehicles and new 
homes. This caused what many 
called ‘supply chain’ interruptions. 
In reality, U.S. factory production 
hit inflation-adjusted record levels, 
while imports broke all previous 
records. Supply chains moved 
more products than ever before, 
and they just couldn’t meet the 
demand from all that pent up 
savings. 

When people want to buy more 
of something than you can supply, 
the prudent business person raises 
prices. Similarly, when many 
businesses wish to hire you, the 
prudent worker demands a higher 
salary. That is how we first see 
the inflation that now appears in 
monthly inflation data. 

To be clear, the monthly inflation 
data is not as bad as a year-over- 
year comparison would make it 
seem. Recall that we experienced 
deflation in 2020, so the two-year 
average increase in prices is a bit 
more muted than the scary head- 
lines. However, that sober and 
factual analysis doesn’t count for 
much in the grocery checkout line. 

By mid-winter 2022, a signifi- 
cant share of that household sav- 
ings is spent, lessening the urgent 
demand for goods that we had 
last summer. That is now showing 


in the data, with 
inflation for goods 
slowing modestly, 
while inflation 

for services has 
risen. That signals 
that price inflation 
is also affecting 
wages because 
labor costs domi- 
nate services. 

A short-term shock to prices is 
not usually something that has 
long-term adverse effects on the 
economy. Neither would a one- 
time price increase that remained 
permanently. Both of these happen 
to different products from time to 
time. The deep worry about infla- 
tion is that it will be lasting, so the 
increase in prices each month will 
compound on themselves. This 
week I saw the first sign of that 
prospect. 

INside Indiana Business report- 
ed that Viewrail, a manufacturing 
firm in Goshen, was offering 
cost-of-living adjustments to its 
employees through 2022. They 
called this an inflation protection 
plan that would insure their work- 
ers were protected from a loss in 
their purchasing power. While this 
is good for both the employees 
and the company, it signals that 
inflation expectations are creeping 
into contracts. Or, at the very least 
that this employer is concerned 
about losing employees. 

To be fair, Viewrail claimed 
that this was out of concern for 
employees, and I don’t dispute 
the motives of these employers. 
Pd simply note that if they are 
worried about inflation and wages, 
surely a large number of other 
employers are as well. If business- 
es raise prices or wages due to last 
month’s inflation, the problem 
becomes self-perpetuating, and 
slowing inflation becomes very 
difficult. Doubtless the Federal 
Reserve is now seeing similar 
warnings across much of the 
nation. 

The next scheduled meeting of 
the Federal Reserve’s Open Mar- 
ket Committee is in March. With 
recent data suggesting stronger 
underlying economic conditions 
accompanied by higher inflation, 
it seems certain they will raise 
rates. Two months ago, the casual 
conversations among economists 
was that there might be a 25 
basis points (25 percentage point) 
increase in March. Now most of 
those I speak with anticipate a 50 
basis point increase, and at least 
one member of the rate setting 
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committee has been reported to 
favor a full percent increase. 

One interesting aspect of infla- 
tion is how it affects Americans 
differently, and how this influenc- 
es policy decisions about how we 
stop it. 

In the short run, price infla- 
tion tends to affect low-income 
families more than high-income 
families. This is because lower-in- 
come households consume goods 
that are more sensitive to inflation. 
The effect is not large, and the 
arrival of wage inflation effective- 
ly erases income differences in 
its effect. However, over the long 
term, inflation is far more damag- 
ing to higher-income households, 
because high-income families 
hold more savings. 

Inflation affects both goods and 
services, and the price of borrow- 
ing money. However, a large share 
of household savings is held in 
fixed interest rate accounts. Like 
George Bailey explained in “It’s A 
Wonderful Life,’ the money held 
in his savings and loan wasn’t in 
the bank safe, it was in the mort- 
gages and small business loans 
around the city. That remains true 
today. Likewise, most savers have 
money in long-term fixed rate 
accounts such as municipal bonds. 

Inflation rapidly degrades the 
value of the payout of fixed-rate 
mortgages and bonds. If it is bad 
enough, it can lead to insolvency 
of banks. Indeed, the 1987 Sav- 
ings and Loan Crisis wasn’t about 
greed (a commodity in apparently 
constant supply), but was the 
hangover of 1970s and 1980s 
inflation. This makes arresting 
inflation a chief concern of the 
Federal Reserve. 

Inflation does benefit borrowers 
of fixed-price assets. So, holders 
of fixed-rate student loans and 
mortgages find themselves ben- 
efitting from inflation as the real 
cost of that borrowing declines, 
while their wages grow. Of course, 
this makes long-term borrowing 
by anyone else more expensive, so 
no one should welcome it. 

We are early in an inflationary 
period, and it seems likely that 
higher interest rates and other Fed 
policies will eventually reduce 
inflation to the 2.0 to 2.5 percent 
target rate. How much rates must 
rise, and how fast they will take ef- 
fect can be estimated from interest 
rate history, but how likely history 
will repeat itself remains an open 
question.

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More fish in a fish cake 


n my eternal search for 

the perfect fish cake, I 
find the best way to get 
the results I crave is to 
create my own recipe that 
has all the right elements 
(in my opinion). My ideal 
_ sake is 
packed with 
fish, has 
little filler 
and is not 
mushy. It 
should be 
crispy yet 
succulent, 
salty with 
a hint of 
sweetness, 
and burst with fresh herbs 
and tiny bits of chile. A 
cooling, citrusy yogurt 
sauce spiked with Srira- 
cha is the finishing touch, 
for deliciously addictive 
results. 

This fish cake checks all 
the boxes. Actually, the 
term “fish cake” really 
doesn’t do it justice. 
While “fish” is correct, 
“cake” infers flour, fat 
and eggs with a bread- 
like crumb. My ideal fish 
cake has none of that. It’s 
packed with salmon and 
shrimp. Fresh salmon’s 
thick flesh yields a but- 
tery-rich and sturdy fish 
cake, which is balanced 
by sweet morsels of ten- 
der bay shrimp. An extra 
helping of hot smoked 
salmon adds a salty, 
smoky edge, round- 
ing out the 
flavors. 
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The binder is kept to 
a minimum: a dollop 
of Greek yogurt and a 
sprinkle of panko bread- 
crumbs, just enough to 
hold the fish together 
with a jumble of fresh 
herbs, lemon and chiles. 
The result is fresh, meaty, 
vibrant and flavorful, and 
proves that you that can, 
indeed, take the cake out 
of a fish cake. 


Salmon and Shrimp 
Fish Cakes With 


Lemon-Chile Sauce 
Prep Time: 30 minutes 
Total Time: 45 minutes, 
plus chilling time 
Yield: Makes about 16 
(2-inch) cakes 


Fish cakes: 

1 pound salmon fillet, skin 
and pin bones removed, 
cut into 1/2-inch pieces 

6 ounces cold smoked 
salmon fillet, skin and pin 
bones removed, coarsely 
chopped 

6 ounces bay shrimp, 
coarsely chopped 

1 small red jalapeno or 
Fresno chile, stemmed 
and seeded, minced 

1/4 cup panko bread- 
crumbs, plus 1 1/2 cups 
for rolling 

2 tablespoons coarsely 
grated yellow onion, with 
juices 

2 tablespoons finely 


chopped Italian parsley 

2 tablespoons chopped 
fresh dill 

2 tablespoons whole-milk 
Greek yogurt 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon 
juice 

1/2 teaspoon hot sauce, 
such as Sriracha or 
Tabasco 

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

1/2 teaspoon freshly 
ground black pepper 

Sauce: 

1 cup whole-milk Greek 
yogurt 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon 
juice 

2 teaspoons Sriracha, or 
to taste 

1/4 teaspoon kosher salt 

Pinch of freshly ground

Grapeseed oil for pan-fry- 
ing 

Lemon wedges and parsley 
or dill sprigs for serving 
Combine the salmon, 

smoked salmon and bay 

shrimp in the bowl of a 

food processor. Pulse 3 

to 4 times to finely chop 

without overprocessing. 

The consistency should 

be slightly chunky and 

not mushy. Transfer 

the fish to a large bowl. 

Add the chiles, 1/4 cup 

breadcrumbs, the onion, 

parsley, dill, yogurt, 

lemon juice, hot sauce, 

salt and pepper and stir to 

combine without over- 

mixing. 
Pour the remaining 1 

1/2 cup bread- 

crumbs 


into a shallow bowl. Us- 
ing a soup spoon, scoop 
out a generous amount of 
the salmon mixture. With 
a light hand (it helps if 
they are moist), carefully 
form the mixture into a 
plump 2-inch patty. Gen- 
tly roll the patty in the 
breadcrumbs to evenly 
coat and place on platter, 
gently pressing to slightly 
flatten to about 3/4-inch 
thick. Repeat with the 
remaining fish, rinsing 
your hands between 
batches and adding more 
breadcrumbs to the bowl 
as needed. Cover loosely 
with plastic wrap and 
refrigerate the fish cakes 
for at least 1 hour or up to 
3 hours. 

Whisk sauce ingredi- 
ents in a small bowl and 
refrigerate until use. 

Heat 2 tablespoons oil 
in a large skillet over 
medium-high heat until 
shimmering. In batches, 
carefully add the fish 
cakes to the pan without 
overcrowding. Fry the 
cakes until golden brown 
and cooked through, turn- 
ing once with a spatula, 
about 3 minutes per side. 
Transfer the cakes to a 
plate lined with a paper 
towel and keep warm. Re- 
peat with the remaining 
fish cakes. Transfer the 
cakes to a warm serving 
platter and garnish with 
parsley or dill. Serve with 

the yogurt sauce.

f information is power, 
then many taxpayers are 
powerless. 

Millions of people have 
filed federal returns that are 
stuck in a massive backlog, 
which is holding up refunds 
and result- 
ed in the 
automatic 
mailing of 
collection 
notices 
that may or 
may not be 
warranted. 
They check 
“Where’s 
My Re- 
fund?” and “Where’s My 
Amended Refund?” only to 
find bureaucratically written 
language that tells them 
nothing. 

The agency’s online ac- 
count system, as I reported 
last year, is a hot mess. Few- 
er than half of the individ- 
uals who tried to establish 
an online account with the 
Internal Revenue Service 
succeeded, according to Erin 
M. Collins, the National 
Taxpayer Advocate. 

To help improve that 
access record and improve 
the security in setting up an 
account, the agency brought 
in the private company 
ID.me to register people. 
The launch was immediately 
criticized because it required 
taxpayers to scan their 
faces to create an ID.me IRS 
account. 

The IRS backed off that fa- 
cial recognition requirement, 
while still moving ahead 
with the ID.me authentica- 
tion platform. The turnabout 
is causing some confusion. 
So, here’s what you need to 
know if you have a legacy 
IRS account or need to cre- 
ate a new one with ID.me. 


Michelle 
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Do | have to set up an 
online account to file 
my federal tax return? 


It’s important to note that it 
is not necessary to set up an 
IRS account under the old or 
new authentication system 
to file your federal return. 
What setting up an account 
will do is give you access to 
your payment history or data 
from your most recently 
filed tax return, including 
your adjusted gross income. 
You can view information 
about stimulus payments 
received or advance child 
tax credit payments. 


What do | have to do 
to prove my identity 
with ID.me? 


There are two ways to 
prove your identity. You can 
use a self-service automated 
system using facial recogni- 
tion. You will need an email 
address, Social Security 
number and a photo ID such 
as a driver’s license, passport 
or state ID. You also need a 
mobile phone with a camera 
or a computer with a web- 
cam to take a selfie. 

You also have the option 
of verifying your identity 
during a live, virtual inter- 
view with an agent, the IRS 
says. This option does not 
include having to submit a 
selfie or biometric data. But 
you will still need to provide 
an email, and identifying 
documents. When creating 
an account, you select the 
option for a “Video Chat 
Agent.” 

Although the IRS is 
allowing people to opt-out 
of facial recognition, new 
account users will need to 
use ID.me. 

However, despite direc- 
tions on the IRS account 
page, which is in the process 
of being updated, if you 
are using the legacy Secure 
Access system, hang tight; 
you don’t have to switch to 
ID.me. 

“Tf you already have an 
IRS account, your log-in 
credential will work at 
least through the summer,” 
according to Treasury 
spokeswoman Alexandra 
LaManna. 

In the intervening time, the 
IRS is working to set up an 


alternative authentication 
approach that’s not going to 
require people to use ID.me. 
“The IRS is actively pur- 
suing other authentication 
options,” LaManna said. 


Can I still use facial 
recognition for 
verification? 


You have the option to 
verify your identity auto- 
matically through the use 
of biometric verification 
through ID.me’s self-assis- 
tance tool, which may be 
faster than waiting for an 
agent interview. 

“For taxpayers who 
select this option, new 
requirements are in place to 
ensure images provided by 
taxpayers are deleted for the 
account being created,’ the 
IRS said. 


What will happen to the 
facial recognition data | 
already submitted? 


The IRS says that, by 
March 11, ID.me will auto- 
matically delete any existing 
facial recognition data from 
taxpayers who previous- 
ly created an IRS online 
account. Additionally, by the 
March date, facial recogni- 
tion data will be automati- 
cally deleted within 24 hours 
for people who create a new 
account and opt to use facial 
recognition to verify their 
identity. 


How long is it taking 
for people to get a 
virtual interview? 


When the system was first 
launched, one reader said 
he got a message that the 
wait time to be seen virtually 
by an agent was about four 
hours. However, the IRS 
says recent wait times, 
depending on the time of 
day and volume, have been 
reduced to about 30 minutes 
on average. 

The process without using 
an agent is taking about 
five to 10 minutes, an IRS 
official said. 


Is the new verification 
system better? 


People are having a sub- 
stantially higher success rate 
in setting up an IRS account, 
something that got lost in 
the furor about the facial 
recognition debacle. 

The authentication rate for 
IRS online applications was 
42 percent in fiscal 2020, 
according to Collins. 

The security measures 
for the legacy system can 
be difficult to get past for 
a lot of taxpayers. The vast 
majority of people who try 
to create an account fail 
because they cannot pass the 
authentication requirements, 
such as having a mobile ac- 
count or credit in their name. 
Even when they do have the 
required methods to prove 
their identity, they still can’t 
get through the security 
checkpoints. 

Only 7 percent of taxpay- 
ers are using an IRS online 
account, Collins said in her 
2021 report to Congress. 

But “well north of 70 
percent” of users succeeded 
in setting up an account 
using ID.me, Collins said 
in an interview. “It was a 
very onerous and difficult 
process,” she said. 

Even Collins couldn’t set 
up an account under the old 
system. But using her smart- 
phone, she was able to set 
up an account with ID.me in 
under 10 minutes. 

“T do understand the 
privacy concerns,” Col- 
lins said. “My concern is 
whatever way the IRS goes, 
whether they use ID.me, 
another outside vendor or do 
it internally, I want to make 
sure that we have the highest 
accessibility for taxpayers 
so that getting authenticat- 
ed is not going to be more 
challenging going forward.

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Wabash boys fall short in OT to Peru 
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Apaches headed into postseason play 14-8 while winning four of their last five contests

Hot shooting from deep wasn’t 
enough to give Wabash the edge on 
Friday, Feb. 25 as the Apaches fell in 
overtime to no. 7 in Class 3A Peru, 75- 
72. 

The Apaches rallied from 10 down at 
the half with a 39 point second half to 
force OT but couldn’t overcome the 21 
turnovers that had plagued them. 

The difference in the two halves 
proved to be the catalyst for the Apach- 
es, said head coach Paul Wright. 

“For us, it was a tale of two halves,” 
Wright said. “The first half, we did not 
play quite like I thought we could but 
that’s a credit to Peru, they’re a good 
team. Defensively, we wanted to do 
some things that we just did not get 
done in the first half.” 

However, he believed the shift in fo- 
cus during halftime made their come- 
back possible. 

“Halftime, we went in and made 
some adjustments defensively and of- 
fensively. Then in the second half, the 


kids executed it perfectly. ... From our 
point of view, we just did not execute 
like we should have in the first half and 
Peru took advantage of it.” 

After coming out of halftime down 
double digits, Wabash connected on 11 
three-pointers in the second half and 
OT combined with Grant Ford hitting 
on the Apaches’ first three field goals 
in a row from beyond the arc. 

Izaak Wright led Wabash with 27 
points while Trevor Daughtry aided in 
the pursuit of their 15th win with 24 
points. Grant Ford added 12. 

As a team, Wabash shot 55 percent 
from the field along with 58 percent 
from three. Wright shot 6-7 from deep 
along with 4-7 from Ford. 

A jumper from Daughtry along with 
a corner three-pointer from Wright in 
the final minute of the game pushed the 
contest into overtime as Peru started the 
final period of play on a six-point run 
that the Apaches couldn’t overcome. 

Wabash went into post-season play 
14-8 while winning four of their last 
five contests. 

The Apaches faced off against Adams 


Central (14-7) in the Bluffton sectional 
in a rematch against the Flying Jets af- 
ter Wabash was successful in their first 
outing in December with a final of 54- 
46. 

Wright noted that Adams Central is a 
different team compared to what they 
were at the beginning of the season. 

“We know they’re going to be really 
good,” Wright said. “We gotta be ready 
to play Wednesday or our season is 
gonna be over. Every year we go into 
sectional, we just take it one quarter at 
a time. If we can every quarter, we’ll 
win the game.” 

After 19 assists against Peru, Wright 
believes the Apaches’ ability to share 
the basketball could be their most dan- 
gerous weapon. 

“Our ball movement and our ability to 
find the open shot this year has been re- 
ally nice to see as a coach because you 
can preach sharing the basketball and 
making that extra pass and these kids 
have done it all year.”
